A new work, by the author of “Salad for the Solitary,” which ran 
through twelve editions, is in the press of Charles Scribner. It is entitled 
“Mosaics,” and is to be got out in handsome style. 

From the London Publishers’ Circular, 

Grace Dalrymple Elliott’s Journal during the French Revolution seems to 
stand the test of the doubts, inquiries, and comparisons with contemporary 
writers; a two days’ article in Zhe Times, full of interesting quotations, com- 
plains of its publishers for not stating authoritatively whether it is fiction or 
history, yet admitting that it can find nothing contradictory to ascertained 
facts, makes it the book of the hour, and must create a considerable demand 
at the libraries; added to which, Mr. Bentley has just replied to the excep- 
tions started by Zhe Times, and gives a full and very clear account how the 
original MS. was purchased by him of Miss Bentinck, the granddaughter of 
Mrs. Elliott, and puts its authenticity beyond doubt. 


Lord Cornwallis’s Correspondence, in $ vols. 8vo., just published by Mr. 
Murray, brings to light some curious dealings between the Government of 
his time and the Press; opinions and arguments fetched fabulous prices, and 
pensions conferred for the slightest proofs of partisanship, with compensa- 
tions for any show of concession; one wonders as one reads on—can such 
things be now? Perhaps good people were as ignorant then. These vol- 
umes abound in historical disclosures during those momentous years 1776 to 
1810: the nobleman whose political career they follow passed through no 
ordinary scenes, and filled no ordinary offices,—prominently engaged in the 
American War—twice Governor-General of India—once Special Envoy to 
Frederick the Great—once negotiator for peace with Napoleon Bonaparte— 
and associated with Lord Castlereagh in carrying into effect the Irish Union ; 
what Life at the expiration of the last century can be more promising of in- 
terest to the historian, or even the most general reader? This is unques- 
tionably the most important book of the new year. 


The London Catalogue of Periodicals, Newspapers, and Transactions of 
various Societies for,1859, and the Literary and Educational Year-Book for 
1859, are before us; the first, confining itself to one branch of literary infor- 
mation, is original, and an authority really indispensable to every bookseller, 
librarian, and periodical-dealer in the kingdom,—the latter, a compilation 
from various sources, some authentic and some not, attempts too much, and is 
a signal failure, not to be depended upon for reference: whilst expressing 
this opinion, however, we must add, that making allowance for the one great 
mistake in its aim, and that another year this may be modified, we see no 
reason why its promoters should be discouraged; there is much that may be 
compiled correctly, with ordinary application, and render the work one of 
service; other portions, demanding a life’s acquaintance with the material, 
and how best to render it perfect and useful, were better left to those who 
already devote themselves to it. 

The work of M. Michael Chevalier, the French economist, on the Fall in 
the Value of Gold, and its Consequences, Commercially and Socially, is being 
translated and edited by Mr. Cobden.

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In the case of Mr. James Grant’s Memoirs of Montrose, a second time be- 
fore the Courts, Mr. Mark Napier, who alleged that the work was almost 
entirely compiled from his own memoirs and researches, has failed to obtain 
an injunction to restrain its sale.- Vice-Chancellor Wood, in delivering his 
decision, remarked, “There was evidence of Mr. Grant’s fair and legitimate 
use of Mr. Napier’s works, although he perhaps had not received that cour- 
teous recognition that was due to him. Still there was no evidence of undue 
or unjustifiablé appropriation of Mr. Napier’s labors. Mr. Grant had made 
some acknowledgment of Mr. Napier’s labors, although it could have been 
wished that there had appeared a full and handsome recognition of them, in 
a conspicuous part of his work. Upon the question of costs, he thought 
that the publishers, Messrs. Routledge, had acted most properly throughout, 
and were entitled to their costs.” 

The Dial, long announced as the daily paper that is to annihilate The 
Times, will, it is stated, positively appear with the first parliamentary pro- 
ceedings. The Dial oll compe the number of London Daily papers to 
twenty, fourteen morning, and six evening. 

A second edition, with additions, of the Correspondence on Mr. Henry 
Dodd’s proposed gift of land to a Royal Dramatic College, forms a Blue-book 
of eighty-five pages; a slight skimming of which enables us to endorse the 
opinions of our contemporaries in favor of Mr. Dodd. 

It would appear, on the authority of the News of the World, that the 
Spectator has been bought by Mr. Thornton Hunt, late the editor of the 
Leader. However this may be, the literary veteran, Leigh Hunt, has com- 
menced a series of gossipy papers in it under the general title of The Occa- 
sional, the first of which is mainly occupied with speculations on the Prince 
of Wales’ visit to Rome. The second is devoted to the Burns Commemoration. 

Mr. Samuel Lucas, well known in the literary world as the first editor of 
the Press, and the present literary critic of The Times, has been appointed 
Distributor of Stamps for the County of Derby. 

The Daily News reduces its price one-third to all subscribers who pay 
for six months in advance. 

The publication of all John Cassell’s works has been resumed at La Belle 
Sauvage Yard by Messrs. Cassell, Petter, & Galpin. In addition to the 
prizes of £250 and £100, offered by Mr. Cassell for the two best tales for 
Cassell’s Paper, a further announcement has been made of ten prizes of £5 
each for the ten best essays on, special subjects, to be written by the working 
classes. The names of several distinguished noblemen and gentlemen were 
announced as adjudicators. 

Father Ventura, the preacher at the Tuileries, has published a book 
called Un Essai sur le Pouvoir, which makes some sensation in diplomatic 
circles. He proposes the settlement of the Italian question by buying Aus- 
tria out of Lombardy with a very large sum of money, and then constituting 
an Italian confederation, of which the Pope would be the President. 


Here is a piece of statistics for our American friends, taken from the last 
Edinburgh Review, referring to the collection of books published in the 
United States now in the British Maseum; we are told the number exceeds 
30,000 more than double the extent of any similar collection in America, 
and that in a few years a great portion of this collection wi!l be unique, that 
is to say, the British Museum will be the chief depository of the literature of 
the United States.

To 
appeal not merely to the intellect, as is usual, but also to the conscience of 
men, which is greatly concerned in this question, so that the reader may not 
only reject false religion, but heartily embrace the heavenly salvation of 
Christ our Lord. 6th. In all these ways to do good to the interesting peo- 
ple, whose especial ‘ servant for Jesus's sake’ he is, and who, at least, if no 
others, might, from personal knowledge of him and curiosity, give that atten- 
tion to his writing which they might refuse to the more valuable labors of 
others.”
